In 
connection with this CPRA request, | am informed and believe, and based on such information 
and belief state that the Mayor’s Office of Public Safety (MOPS) conducted a search 
reasonably calculated to locate all records responsive to the request at issue. 

3: | am also informed and believe that the Petitioners in this case have proposed 
various lists of preferred search terms, ranging from over 120 search terms in one instance to 
a revised version of approximately 38 search terms. Based on my interviews of the document 
custodians, as well as my experience processing hundreds of document requests for this 
office, itis my opinion that conducting a search for documents using any of thé lists Petitioners 
have proposed would produce far more results than would be necessary to locate the records 
that are actually responsive to the request, the gravamen of which is to seek information 
related to the development of CVE programs in Los Angeles. On that same basis, | believe 
that a search for responsive records using the following search terms would reasonably 
encompass the responsive records in this matter:
